WHAT A REBEL EDITOR SAW. 


Interesting Details of the Bom- 
~bardment and its Effects, 


the Missiesippian, July 

We airived at the Two-mile Bridge on Sun- 
day evening last, at about three o'ciock, amid 
the booming of ‘heavy mortars and the borst- 
pg of shell from the fifteen-inch mortars of 
the Yankee fleet which is encbored close in 
under the ehe« re low the polot on the 
tise ppl side, and almost completely protected 
from our batteries below the city, and too far 
from the upper batteries for tuem to reach 
their adversaries. 

The fire of the enemy, on Sunday at mid- 
day, wae drawn by a salute of thirteen guos, 
which were ordered by the confederate cow- 
menderin honor of the great eae over 
McClellan in Virginia. It was thought that 
the enemy mistook this salute for an attack, 
as we learn Some Of our were shotted— 
ard opened furiously upon the city, contia 
ving, with an intermission of about an hour, 
until about twelve o'clock at night. After 
night the hc avy worters were ranged to throw 
the shelle in the vicinity of t Catholic 
church, where we were tgld they had been 
directed during the afternoon. 

The effect of those sbells as they exploded, 
which usually took place just as they reached 
the ground, was terrific. We entered the city, 
as fortune would have it, on Crawford street 
and ue we passed the residence of Dr. Balfour, 
Methodist, Baptist and Catholic churches, 
thelis exploded in our immediate vicinity, 
rendering our position so upcomfortable that 
we evgyested to a friend a precipitate retreat 
in order to get out of renge of the mortars 
This eugyestion was promptly acceded to by 
our friend; vot, however, until we soiled 
our garments thoroughly by falling to the 
earth at the eaplosion ef each successive 
shel. Our retreat, though rapid, like Banks 
before Stonewall, wae accomplished in 
order, end instead of enjoying a comfortable 
bed in the city, with my frievd L ee Powe 
cepted a eoldier's blanket with my frie Hal- 
com> of Rankin on the greeusward in the 
sulurbe of the city.
